Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Welfare 
of  the  Urban  District  and  the  duties  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Department  in  the  year  1970. 

There  has  been  a slight  decrease  in  the  population  compared 
to  last  year.  The  birth  rate  was  similar  to  the  previous  year  being 
16.8  per  1,000  population.  The  death  rate  was  11.7  per  1,000  pop- 
ulation. The  Infant  Mortality  rate  was  15  per  1,000  live  births. 

There  has  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  any  of  the  notifiable 
diseases. 

During  the  year  Dr.  P.  A.  Y.  Narayanan  resigned  his  post  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  having  been  with  this  Authority  for  some 
6-7  years.  During  which  time  he  carried  out  his  duties  in  a most 
efficient  and  conscientious  manner. 

The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  has  been  functioning 
efficiently. 

Meals  on  wheels  are  supplied  to  the  house-bound  and  two 
Luncheon  Clubs  cater  for  the  mobile  aged. 

Five  chiropody  clinics  are  held  in  different  wards  each  week. 
1,862  patients  attended  and  received  3,313  treatments. 

Visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  Committee  to  the  house-bound 
and  aged  sick. 

Thanks  must  be  given  to  all  voluntary  helpers  who  give  their 
time  and  energy  to  the  welfare  of  the  aged. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  the  various  General  Practitioners  in  the  district, 
the  Hospital  Consultants,  Dr.  Crone  of  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, the  various  Chief  Officers  and  their  staff,  and  the  members  of 
the  Health  department  for  their  continued  help  and  co-operation 
during  the  year.

During  1970  some  313  cases  of  infectious  disease  (including  all  forms 
of  Tuberculosis)  were  notified,  an  increase  of  210  compared  with  the  number 
of  cases  during  1969. 

Scarlet  Fever:  40  cases  were  notified  as  against  6 in  1969.  The  case 
incidence  was  0.00  per  1,000  population. 

Diphtheria  : There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  district  during  1970 
as  in  1969  and,  therefore  no  deaths  from  this  cause.  The  incidence  of 
diphtheria  in  the  district  was  0.00  per  1,000  population. 

Influenza  : 6 deaths  were  ascribed  to  influenza  during  1970  as  against 
4 in  1969  and  nil  in  1968. 

There  were  21  deaths  as  being  ascribed  to  pneumonia  as  against  31  in 
1969,  while  the  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  was  nil  as  against 
nil  in  1968  and  one  in  1967. 

Measles  and  Whoopng  Cough  : In  1970  there  were  285  cases  of  measles 
and  1 case  of  whooping  cough  as  against  7 cases  of  measles  and  10  cases  of 
whooping  cough  in  1969. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  measles  or  whooping  cough  during  the 
year. 


Infective  Jaundice  : There  were  8 cases  of  Infective  Jaundice  notified 
during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis:  During  1970  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in 
the  area,  being  a case  incidence  of  0.00  per  1,000  population.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Water  supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  Urban  area  was  taken  over  by  the  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  Water  Company  at  the  beginning  of  April,  1957. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  periodically  of  the  water 
supplied,  and  of  the  214  samples  examined  all  were  of  satisfactory  purity. 

The  water  had  no  detectable  plumbo-solvent  action;  the  supply  is 
chlorinated  and  no  contamination  has  taken  place. 

There  are  approximately  12,763  dwellings  connected  to  the  Company’s 
mains,  serving  approximately  31,000  persons,  and  there  are  no  standpipes 
in  the  area.  Fluoride  content:  0.2  mg./Litre  Burnhope;  0.012  mg./Litre 
Derwent

Refuse  Collection 

During  the  year  two  25/40  cu.  yd.  Dennis  Paxit  Compression  vehicles 
were  brought  into  service  for  the  collection  of  household  refuse.  These 
two  vehicles  replaced  four  of  the  existing  10  cu.  yd.  side  loading  vehicles 
and  reduced  the  number  of  teams  from  8 to  6. 

The  need  for  this  type  of  vehicle  has  been  increasing  over  recent  years 
due  to  the  changing  nature  of  the  refuse  to  be  collected.  The  increased 
pay  load  of  these  vehicles  has  therefore  greatly  reduced  the  number  of  jour- 
neys to  the  tip,  and  resulted  in  the  saving  in  transport  and  labour  costs. 

Calls  for  the  removal  of  bulky  items  of  furniture  etc.,  has  continued  to 
increase  with  the  result  that  a considerable  amount  of  time  is  taken  up 
weekly  with  a special  collection  for  this  purpose.  However,  the  more  of  this 
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type  of  refuse  we  are  able  to  remove  from  premises  the  less  must  be  the 
chance  of  illicit  dumping,  with  the  resultant  advantages  being  both  financial 
and  environmental. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  town’s  refuse  has  continued  to  be  disposed  of  at  Cross  Rigg  Quarry, 
Penshaw,  with  a small  tip  at  Newbottle,  being  brought  into  use  during  the 
winter. 

However,  construction  of  the  joint  “Incinerator”  at  Sunderland  was 
commenced  during  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be  brought 
into  operation  by  late  1971  or  early  1972. 

Ashbins 

Private  householders  have  purchased  from  the  Council  53  good  quality 
3|  cu.  ft.  B.S.S.  ashbins. 

Trade  Refuse 

The  collection  of  refuse  from  business  premises  and  factories  continued 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year  and  realised  an  income  of  £564-70. 

Camping  and  Caravan  Sites 

There  are  no  camping  sites  within  the  district,  but  a number  of  travelling 
showmen  use  a cleared  site  at  New  Herrington  for  winter  quarters,  pending 
the  development  of  a site  at  Sunniside  for  the  Showmen’s  Guild. 

Public  Halls  and  Places  of  Entertainment 

Frequent  inspections  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  these  premises 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  although  found  to  be  generally  satis- 
factory, a small  number  of  defects  were  remedied  by  the  appropriate 
managements  after  informal  action  by  the  department. 

Licensed  Premises 

Particular  attention  was  given  to  all  licensed  premises  in  the  area 
and  the  effort  made  towards  improved  sanitary  accommodation  continued 
to  show  satisfactory  results. 

Verminous  Premises 

There  was  one  Verminous  Premises  notified  during  the  year.

Milk  Supplies 

During  the  year  140  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  Durham  County 
Council  for  Bacteriological  examination  and  generally  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  42  samples  were  taken  for  analysis.  Of  these,  one  was  found 
to  contain  extraneous  water — proceedings  were  instituted  in  this  case.  The 
Dairy  was  fined  £20  plus  £30*80  costs. 

Ice  Cream 

During  the  year  38  samples  of  Ice-Cream  were  taken  by  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  generally  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

During  the  year  113  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  taken  in  the 
Urban  District  by  Weights  and  Measures  Inspectors  of  the  Durham  County 
Council. 

From  the  samples  taken,  Bread  Buns  covered  with  mould  were  found. 
In  this  particular  case  the  retailer  was  fined  £5  plus  £10*70  costs. 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958. 

Particular  attention  was  given  during  the  year  to  raising  the  standard 
of  hygiene  within  the  slaughter  houses  in  the  area. 

The  Meat  Inspections  Regulations,  1963. 

Maintenance  of  100%  Meat  Inspection  has  been  carried  out  by  your 
Inspectors  at  the  four  licensed  slaughter  houses  within  the  Urban  Area. 

This  entailed  daily  visits,  Monday  to  Saturday,  throughout  the  year.
